UNOLE SAM IS PEACEFUL, BUT DON'T GET 
HIM STABTBD. 

The uewB from Wubiugton that the war de- 
partment ia fonmiiig a ri'sorvt- anny of ir>(),n(M» in 
CO opcrfttioii witli military schools and orga'.ii/a- 
lioiia udvuculiiig lliu building tip ol' u national do- 
f«iiae machine ia particularly gratifying at this 
time. While tin* Kuropeau war lias not been alto- 
gether rcNpoiisible Tor this, since the fleUl instruc- 
tion camps lor college and high weliool students 
laHt 8Uiumur prt»«eded the flrat shot on the contin- 
ent, nevertheleaa the great war haa oontrihnted 
toward inlerestintJ the pul)lie mudi more actively 
in til is siihjeel. and .here will undoubtedly be a 
general demand that Congress siipi)ort Secrelary 
Oarriaon and the other array heada in thia highly 
important project. 

Such an army of l.'iO.lK'O men, to be compt sed 
ehielly of college, hig!i and military school stu- 
dents, would probably not include the poteutinl 
reaerve of the veterans from the Spanish and 
Philippine Avars and of the regular army set-vice, 
in any i-venl, by adding to the 100,(K)0 men of our 
regular army (the actual enrollment now staitds 
at 96,000) the total of dose to 125,000 in the or- 
ganized .state militia, . phu. the ir)tMKM» of the • .• 
templated reserve corps, we should have at least 
a semi-trained force ready lor immediate call of 
375,000 men, or more than nine army eorps. 

Admittedly every militiaman or reserve ciuild 
not respond to an instant summons. A t,'ood per- 
centage of older men and married men in the state 
guards would not be available for a campaign. 
But ou the other hand the personnel of the state 
gnards chaiifres ai>proxinHitely every three years, 
that is to say. the U>,0(X) enlistments in New York 
state lepresent some 40.000 men Who have re- 
ceived militia training within a decade. Therefore, 
the gaps in the ranks could be more than tilled 
with men of eipial training. On this basis the 
125,000 militiamen in tlio United States represent 
a possible 400,000 of those who have been in that 
srrvice, inadequate as it may bo, within ten yt'ars, 
or at the least sufficient to raise the entire poten- 
tial lirsl line and reserve forces to twelve army 
corps, or half a million men, before one absolutely 
raw recruit need be accepted. — New York Eve- 
ning Sun. 

A HALF OBNTURY OF JTOBLB WORK. 

The Red Cross, a great international agency of 

mercy, has now turned its fiftieth anniversary and 
by a sini^ular coincidence linds itself confronted by 
its greatest opportiuiity for usefulness. 

There is an alinoat ironical significance in the 
fact that half a century after the convention in 
'teiiev.i, ;it which steps Were taken to t^ive the Ifed 
Cross a iielinitu status, there has developed the 
greatest war of all history, with ita terrible ac- 
companiment of miser>' and death. 

Tile I'ed Ci'oss is one of tiie <,'i'eatest of aM hu- 
man institutions. It is international in scope and 
universal in its functions. In many wars, and 
during many floods, famines and vpidemica it has 
stood between many peoples and death. Today it 
has before it ji (j^reater work than the sum total 
of all its undertakings in past years, it can not 
properly do ita work without auffleient funds. — 
I'imes-Star. _

The Parmere Are Great Church ■uiltf* 
ere. 

The American farmer la the greatest 
chorch hailder tka worid haa ever 
known. Me Is tke castodlaa of the 

nation's morality; upon bis Bhould* rs 
reata the "ark of the coveuaiit ' and 
he Is more responalve to religious In- 
fluences than any other class of cit- 
izenship. 

The farmers of this nation have 
built 120,000 chmvhes at a oost of 
$7KO.M0.000, aad the annual contribu- 
tion of the nation toward all church 

Instltuttons approxlitiiitoH $200,000,000 
per annum. The furrners of the Uni- 
ted States build 22 churches per day. 
There are 20,000,000 rural church com- 
municants on the farm, and 54 per 
cent of the total membership of all 
ohurehes reside la the eouatrjr. 

The farm la the power-house of all 
progress and the birthplace of all that 
Is noble. Thh narden of Eden was 
In the country and the man who would 
get close to God mast first get close 
to nature. 
The Funetlena of a Rural Church. 
If the rural cburchea today are go- 
ing to render a aervlce which this age 
demands, there must be co-oix-ratUui 
between the religious, social and ('Ci>- 
oomlc lil'e of the coiiiniuiiity 

The church to attain Ita fullest meaa- 
ure of Bucceaa must enrich the lives 
of the people in the community It 
servee: It must build oharaoter; devel- 
op thoaght and increase the efficiency 
of human life. It must serve the ao- 
clal, bueineHH and liit< IIih IuuI. iih well 
aa the spiritual and niurul side of life. 
If religion doea not make a man more 
capable, more uaeful and more just, 
what good is ItT We want.a practical 
religion, one we can live bjr aad farm 
by, as well aa die oy. 

Fewer and Better Churches. 
Bleaaed la that rural community 
which haa but one place of worabip. 
While competition la the life of trade. 
It la death to the rural church and 
moral atarvatlon to the community. 
Petty sectarianism is a scourge that 
blights the life, and the chur< h preju- 
dice saps the vitality, of many eom- 
niuiiltlt'B. An over-churched coinniun- 
Ity U a crime against religion, a seri- 
ous handicap to society aad a useleaa 
tax npoB agriculture. 

While denomlaatkma ara essential 
and church pride oommendable, the 
high teaching of universal Christianity 
must prevail If the rural church is to 
fulfill Its mluHlon to agriculture. 

We fre(|U('ntly have three or four 
churches in a community which la not 
aUa to adequately support one. Small 
oaasrogatlOBS attend aervlcea oaee a 
moath aad an fail to perform the re- 
ligious functions of the community. 
The division of religious forces and 
the breaking Into fragnii-nts of luorul 
efforts Is ofttlmes little leas than a 
oalamity and defeata the Tcry yorpoae 
they seek to promotb 

The evils of too many churdMa can 
be mlataalsed by co^^arattoa. The 
social and eeonomlo Ufa of a rural 
community are respective unite and 
cannot be successfully divided by de- 
nominational linos, and the churchoa 
can only occupy this important Held 
by co-operation and co-ordination. 

The elllcient country church will 
definitely serve Its commvaKy by lead- 
ing in all worthy efforts at community 
building. In unltfhg the people In all 
co-operative endeavors for the gen- 
eral welfare of the community and In 
arousing a real love for country life 
and loyalty to the country home and 
thsas results can only be aucceaafully 
a«eoailMI>bed by the united eCort of

In ilie eeoriointe life of America, If, 
Indeed, we have iMit already laid the 
foundation (or st losst tonporsry re- 
lief. 

More Pharaohs Needo4 In Agrleulturs. 
Farm produeta havo no orodit and 

I>erhaps can never have on a perma- 
nent and satisfactory basis unless we 
hulld warehouses, cold storage plants, 
elevators, etc., for without storane and 
credit facilities, the south Is com- 
pelled to dump Its crop on the market 
at harvest time. The Farmer*' Unions 
In the cotton prodnolng ststss hsTS 
for the paat ten years persistently s4* 
vocatcd the construction of storage 
facllltiea. We have built during this 
period 2.000 wnrohouses with a ca- 
pacity of approximately 4,000,000 bales

In the 
dawn of htstnry we Hnd agriculture 
plowir.g with a forked stick but with 
a uystem of warehouses under govern- 
mental supervision that wade the 
(Cgyptlans the marvel of civilisation, 
for who has not admired the vision of 
lOOel^ snd spplauded the wisdom of 
Phsraoh for storing the surplus until 
deiiiimded hy the consuiner, but In 
tliitt a.i,'t' we have too many Josephs 
who dream sni M 
who buUd.
